In New England, the threat of 


high water was particularly acute,

reported 
alarming 
food 


shortages as well. 


Property damage ran into the 


uncounted millions. Thousands of 
houses and summer cottages were 
smashed: hundreds of water craft 
were ruined or beached; communi- 
cations were destroyed over wide 
areas; crops suffered. 


Rhode 
Island, 
Massachusetts, 


Connecticut, 
New York, New 


Hampshire, Vermont, .New Jersey, 
all paid in loss of 
life. Even 


Canada was touched; one 
death 


and heavy destruction occurring in 
the province of Quebec.

People Living in CutOver Area are 


Unable to Eke Out Decent Subsistence 


•' Editor's Note: This Is the second 
of a series of articles by the Poet- 
Crescent's state capital correspond* 
ent reporting the findings of special 
committees which are studying the 
cut-over area problem in northern 
and central Wisconsin preparatory 
to drafting recommendations for a 
rehabilitation program. 


(Post-Crescent Madison Bureau) 
Madison—Early and reckless ex- 


ploitation of the rich timber lands, 
the decline of mining, and the un- 
economic use of the soil in the 
northern and central Wisconsin cut- 
over areas have economic repercus- 
sions extending beyond the bound- 
aries of the areas immediately af- 
fected. The large waste of physical 
resources and of the energies of 
the human beings remaining in these 
regions are matters of concern to 
the whole state, and when similar 
sections in neighboring Minnesota 
and Michigan are considered, to the 
whole national economy. 


Therefore the committee—known 
as the Great Lakes Cut-Over Area 
committee—which has been-organ- 
ized to study the problems of the 
area has .the personal support' and 
interest of President Roosevelt and 
the National Resources committee.- 


it- 
"But,what of'the peoplejattei 


ing' to make a go of" living in? 
area?" asked one research sub- 
committee. "Are they able to over- 
come 'the dread handicaps of their 
environment and eke out a 'decent 
substance?" 


The answer, the committee re- 
ported after an analysis of the area 
and a study of its problems, is un- 
qualifiedly "No"v 
"Such statistical evidence as has 


been gathered in the last fewr years 
points to large scale human priva- 
tion and indicates the likelihood of 
decay of morale and hope as ,the 
people face a future fraught with 
futility," its report commented sob- 
erly. ' 


The plight of the inhabitants of 


the poorest cut-over counties repre- 
sents a two-sided cost to society, it 
was pointed out: (A) The unpro- 
ductive waste of their physical and 
mental energies and (B) the high 
cost of public relief which must 
be extended to them. 


17 Per Cent of Population 


According to the 1930 census the 


26 counties had 17.4 per cent of the 
state's population, 30 per cent in 
urban'areas, 25 per cent as rural 
non-farm, and 45 per cent on farms. 


With industry declining steadily 


for many years, and with farming 
conditions very low, the area is 
characterized by a low standard of 
living, reflected 
by relief loads 


much higher than the rest of the 
state. In- the single month of March 
of this year, for example, 15.6 per 
cent of the state's population was 
receiving some form of public as- 
sistance. Eighteen 
counties had 


more than 20 per cent on relief, and 
att eighteen were among the 26 cut- 
over counties. Eleven had more 
than a 30 per cent load. Isolated 
counties were even worse, Florence 
having seven out of ten of'its resi- 
dents on relief during 1937, Iron 
having more than 50 per cent, and 
Vilas more than 40 per cent In 


more than 80 per cent of the popu- 
lation, 
with most cases showing 


long-time relief histories. 


Naturally, with such large sec- 


tions of their populations impover- 
ished, 
governments 
have little 


revenue raising power in the poor 
northern section. In Wisconsin the 
legal county tax rate, except for 
debt expenditure and other minor* 
provisions, is 10 mills per dollar of 
assessed valuation. In the problem 
area 20 of the 26 counties exceed 
this limitation, with a maximum of 
17.1 mills in Juneau county. Only 
county with less than the legal 
maximum is Barron. The average 
tax rate in these 26 counties for 
the 1937 levy was 11.65 mills, while] 
in the rest of the state it was 7.74 
mills. 


A glance at the counties' delin- 


quency statistics shows that all ex- 
cept two of those in the cut-over 
area studied have experienced tax 
delinquencies of over 10 percent, 
with a maximum of 25-1 per cent 
in Florence county. 


Have No Money 


Such factors have thrown the 


burden of supplying local govern- 
ment-. revenue, largely 
upon the 
*tate and federal governments. Of 
•the 1935 general' relief costs, the 
state and federal governments had 
to meet 94.8 per cent of the total, 
while the same sources pay 75 per 
cent of the social security aids. In 
two counties, despite a legal re- 
quirement for local contributions, 
the entire social security bill is paid 
by state and federal governments. 
There isn't any money in the local 
treasury. For the last year the state 
government has had to allot to the 
northern counties the bulk of all 
the, money it raised by state-wide 
taxation 
for relief purposes, al- 


though the section contains only a 
'small fraction of the state's popula- 
tion, and an infinttesmal portion of 
its taxpayers. 


But relief is not the whole story 


in the problem areas. Studies have 
shown that even those families who 
support themselves have a standard 
of living only slightly higher than 
their 
neighbors on government 


rolls". A sample study conducted in 
the Crandon area, for example, 
shows that relief families incurred 
expenditures of $758 in a recent 
year.

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THE SERVICE AND DISSERVICE 


. OF TREATIES 


Until very recent developments the 


Czechs assuredly -felt the utmost of se- 
curity because of their treaties for protec- 
tion with France and Russia and the sec- 
ondary strength occasioned by the British 
willingness to support France. 


This situation may have been some- 


thing of a cause for the unfriendly feeling 
that has developed between the Czechs 
and both the Poles and Hungarians. It is 
even possible that had the Czechs not felt 
so cocksure of themselves and of their big 
allies they might have courted 
more 


friendly relations with Berlin. That is a 
very remote possibility because, in our 
judgment, Winston Churchill's statement 
that you cannot placate a wolf by tossing 
him little steaks has a straight and 
ready application to the form of govern- 
ment prevailing at Berlin. Nevertheless 
the common use of Czech soil as a source 
of propaganda against the Hitler regime 
was sure to even embitter the wolf. 


On the opposite side it may be sug- 


gested with good show of reason that 
these treaties have a distinct value. One 
•will never know how long the pacts with 
Paris and Moscow kept the Nazis from 
striking. Certainly the" existence of those 
agreements plus the possibility that they 
might be kept created with the Germans 
the necessity of working out a much more 
distracting jigsaw puzzle than if they did 
not exist For it was necessary in order to 
find the proper time to act to discover 
both France and Russia either embroiled 
with their own difficulties or in apprehen- 
sive mood concerning clouds upon their 
own horizons. 


The Russian octopus while great in size 


is not expected to last long in a serious 
quarreL It has no genuine friend. Its com- 
missars and other bureaucrats watch each. 
other with murder in their souls and only 
play for the right time to strike. France 
has had a war upon its doorstep for many 
months. Long trains of refugees have 
come over its borders. It can almost smell 
the chloroform at the hospitals. Of course 
it would quickly defend its borders but 
going to war for a treaty, particularly 
•with a nation that could have been of lit- 
tle or no aid to it were it put to extreme 
measures, does not strike its rulers as rea- 
sonable. 


One wonders why France ever made 


this treaty excepting to further cow Ger- 
many. 


Perhaps the greatest irony of the" day 


is the offer of France and Britain to guar- 
antee what is left of Czechoslovakia, as 
though that would mean anything. 


And still, we presume, the industry of 


treaty making will continue, that some 
such treaties will be of value and perhaps 
save nations from major troubles, and 
that others will only embroil them. 


But for a country like America that 


has made the studious practice of keeping 
its'word in international affairs it,may be 
seriously questioned twhether we should 
enter treaties, particularly with countries 
we know will not keep them if they think 
it to their interest to violate them. 


THOSE "IMMORAL" PROGRESSIVES 


Someone should keep the primary fig- 


ures- in "Wisconsin away from the eyes of 
our President 


'It will chill him to the marrow to see 


that the voting of Idaho Republicans in a 
Democratic primary couldn't approach the 
voting of Wisconsin Progressives in the 
Republican primary.

able than the President's snap judgment 
on Idaho made at the pain of a defeat for 
which either the New Deal must become 
accustomed or the country must continue 
ils present disastrous course.

publicans are clear out ahead. But if one

Naturally enough no one in the pohti- ' 


cal saddle will suggest the possibility that 
people switch primaries because they are 
preparing to switch in the election. And 
probably as great or an even greater 
cause of the change, is to be found in hot 
local contests for county offices which 
rally relatives and friends into the camp 
where they think they can do Joe or Tom 
or Pete the most good. 


Bat if wt follow the President's line of 


reasoning when Senator Pope of Idaho 
was defeated we must conclude that it 
was Progressn^es' votes that went into the 
Republican primary and nominated Hcil 
.in. Wisconsin for certainly the Progres- 
sives prefer him to coalition. 


Perhaps in tht fullness of time we will 


find tome practical means of prtvtntlng 
any wholesale attack upon the primary 
by a concerted and treacherous political 
move that occurs when those of a distinct 
party deliberately enter another primary 
just to make roughhouse as Republicans 
could have done in Wisconsin had they 
gone into the Progressive party and voted 
for Turner against LaFollette. 


But little good will be accomplished by 


scattering charges of "immoral" conduct 
against phantom or fleeting figures, the 
cause for which may be entirely natural, 
honest and sincere. 


FOREVER ON THE RAGGED RIM 
There is in process of formation a new 


WPA association that, to quote its pur* 
pose, will "mold an army of three million 
men and women and their dependents" 
in order to keep l^Ir. Roosevelt continually 
in office and elect for him congressional 
candidates ready and willing "to support 
his recommendations and legislative pro- 
gram." 


The organization presents at least two 


virtues. It resents the Red taint in the 
Workers' Alliance which makes a fitting 
enough introduction, and it is outspoken. 


Its introduction to th'e public must be 


considered in connection with a recent 
declaration from Administrator Hopkins: 


"The public is demanding more and 


more from its government and should 
elect candidates who will give it to 
them." 
But the entire procedure is still, we 


believe, shot through with decay and 
death. It is the quintessence of pessimism 
and defeatism. It is such a surrender to 
the forces of disaster that now tramp 
around this country that it should be dub- 
beJ Perpetual and Professional Reliefers. 


It is bound, of course, to have its ad- 


herents and supporters. But unless the 
spirit of America has become sodden with 
inertia the majority of WPA are wishing 
and praying for jobs of at least 40 hours 
a week on actual wealth producing proj- 
ects. Then they can look up again, and the 
country with them. 


And if they who are so minded believe 


they can ever get their heart's desire by 
following the plans, purposes and ideals 
disclosed by the Roosevelt administration 
in respect to business and finance they are 
due for a great disappointment 


ODDS OF 200 TO 1 


Sometimes a fraud a little more bare 


and a little more fantastic than the mine 
run is exposed which also reveals the ex- 
tent of human credulity in furnishing vic- 
tims for even the most obvious swindles. 


Cock and bull stories were told long 


before imaginative youngsters 
fighting 


wars in the backyard or chasing bandits 
up in the attic gave attention. But the re- 
cent issuance of warrants by the federal 
courts at Chicago and which expose the 
tale of the old gangster with 50 million 
dollars laid aside, the contest in court for 
the money, and a promised two hundred 
dollars for every dollar put up by sporting 
individuals, is certainly a peer to Sir 
Francis Drake's estate, the victims of 
which are still insisting it is all true. 


One man at Chicago, the authorities 


claim, parted with over $75,000. His re- 
numeration seems to have been the privi- 
lege of figuring out on a pad the 15 mil- 
lions that would have been his had every- 
thing come out hotsy-totsy. Riley's ex- 
quisite story of childhood which repeats 
the language of a six year old who had 
just returned from chasing bears, was no 
more full of holes that could be detected 
by adult eyes, than the recent Chicago 
instance. Those involved at the Windy 
City could have found the truth in a doz- 
en ways had they taken the time to look 
for it Perhaps in a subconscious way that 
is why they didn't, lest their dream of 
fabulous wealth dissolve and disappear. 


Just as this fraud-spreads out its ten- 


tacles word comes of the death in a prison 
hospital of Elmer Huckins, the small town 
Wisconsin high-roller who gathered in 
$2,000,000 by looking wise and keeping his 
mouth shut with the exception of a prom- 
ise of 52 per cent on the money committed 
to his care. 


Seemingly some of the most successful 


frauds gain great headway through the 
boldness and utter 'recklessness -with 
which claims are made plus the promise 
of enormous returns. 


Slot machine interests, recognizing the 


value of this idea, are building a nickel 
slot machine that promises, if you are 
lucky, to pay you $5,000. That you only 
have one chance in 20 million of getting 
that $5.000 for your nickel is beside the 
point And when the slot machine makers 
say you have one chance in 20 million it 
is a safe bet that you haven't any chance 
at all. They propose only that once in 20 
million turns the machine will produce 
that result—but only when the proper 
stooge is playing it

Is there a moment at the end 
when man looks both ways—backward to life, 
forward to eternity?

The question it moot Only the final words 


of dying men can be witnesses to their thoughts. 
Often delirium robs them of their importance. 


Dr. George Miller Beard, a famous Ameri- 


can pioneer in the study of nerves, was on 
his deathbed. 


"I should like to record the thoughts of a 


dying man for the benefit of science," he mur- 
mured, "but It is impossible." 
• • » 


Thus he died. To the last he was scientist, 


searching his mind for something that might 
help posterity. 
There is a tendency of dying men. to voice 


the things dearest to them. Sometimes it is a 
principle. 
Often it is their country. Many 


times it is loved ones. To General Winfield 
Scott it was a horse. 
"James," said the hero of the war with 


Mexico as he died, "take good care of the 
horse." 
Henry Clay, master of words, died sobbing: 


"Mother—Mother—and my dear wife." 
• 
* * 


The last words of patriots invariably are the 


most dramatic. Every school child knows the 
words that came from the lips of Nathan Hale 
as he died: "I regret only that I have but one 
life to give to my country." 


Soldiers fight even to the doors of death. 


Charles Baxter, & colonel in the American 
forces in the war with Mexico, was wounded 
as he led an attack. Dying, he said: 


"Say to my father that the New York regi- 


ment was there, and that I fell where I should 
have fallen—at the head of it." 


Defiance breathes in the dying words of 


many. Colonel William L. Crittenden, an Am- 
erican engaged in a filibustering expedition in 
Cuba during the middle of the last century 
was captured by Spaniards and sentenced to 
death. He was ordered to kneel with his back 
to the firing squad. To his executioners he 
shouted: 


"An American kneels only to his God! 
So he died, standing erect and proud, and 


utterly brave. 
• 
» • 


Even a traitor has his moment of high nobil- 


ity when death comes. Benedict Arnold, who 
betrayed General Washington and the Con- 
tinental Ann, died in London, years later. His 
last words, they say were: 


"Let me die in the old uniform in which I 


fought my battles lor freedom. May God for- 
give me for ever putting on any other." 


Samuel Davis, the scout of the Confederacy 


who was executed when found within the 
Union lines with valuable papers on his per- 
son, was offered his life and freedom if he 
would tell the name of the Union officer who 
had supplied him with the information. With 
a chance to save himself, the young Southern- 
er scornfully replied: 


"Do you suppose I would betray a friend? 


No sir! I would die a thousands times first!" 


Edgar Allan Foe, with a soul as susceptible 


to emotion as a reed to a breeze, died crying 
piteously: "Lord, help my soul!" 


Washington Irving, another of the 
proud 


names of American letters was as calm at the 
approach of death as was his leisurely prose. 


"I must arrange my pillows," he said, "for 


another weary night." 


Cornelius Vanderbilt, a very rich man, mum- 


bled as he died: "Yes. yes; sing that for me. 
I am poor and needy." 


Daniel Webster's last words were almost ora- 


torical. 


"I still live!" he cried—and was dead. 
• • • 


The last words of Presidents often disclose 


that the leaders of government often think of 
their countrymen even as they face eternity. 
William Henry Harrison's last words were: "I 
wish you to understand the true principles of 
government I wish them carried out I ask 
nothing more." 


Said Thomas Jefferson, dying: "I resign my 


spirit to God, my daughter to my country." 


William McKinley. victim of murder, mur- 


mured simply "It is- God's way. His will be 
done, not ours." 


And 'President Buchanan slipped quietly in- 


to death with this prayer trembling on his lips: 


"Oh, Lord Almighty, as Thou wilt"

We were a sort of su- 
pernumerary with nothing to do 
but ask questions about it all. 


The coast guard prides itself on 


being the only one of the three 
major armed forces of the country 
which has a really active' peace 
time duty. During prohibition days 
it had a "front" as well defined as 
a trench line. Rum runners stood 
out beyond the 12 mile limit wait- 
ing only for nightfall to slip a fast 
boat to shore. 


Most of that ended with repeal 


but ships still blunder into rocks 
in fog. Schooners loaded with fish 
break propellers and have to be 
towed to safety.- Fishermen man- 
gled in winches must be -,speeded 
to hospitals ashore. Private yachU 
and small boats are forever getting 
lost. 
And during the 
spring 


months, icebergs must be spotted 
to prevent tragedies such as the 
Titanic disaster. 


Pretty Beat 


On our first day out from Bos- 


ton, the Chelan rescued a fishing 
boat with a broken shaft and rud- 
der and put out a fire which al- 
ready had gutted a 75-foot 
sail 


boat off the Massachusetts port of 
Scituate (call it situate). After 
that we dusted off and oat-rolled 
a two-dav yacht race at Southport, 
Maine. Those things sound routine 
but in doing them the shin trav- 
eled up and down America's most 
historic and rugged shoreline—the 
New England coast. 


Seamen fall in love with that 


coast, its rockv harshness and all, 
but we liked it best at night. Then 
its raw lines are hidden. Occasion- 
ally a long string of regularly 
soaced 
lights 
show 
where

"throueh" highway parallels the 
coast. Small boaK their side lights 
Blowing, skim along just outside 
the shoals. Out to sea a freighter 
wallows along, northbound with 
coal from New York, or south- 
bound with lumber, woodoulo or 
ore. From every jutting headland, 
lighthouses flash 
their 
warning 
codes. 


All these things are se«n from 


the shin's bridge where throughout 
the night an officer is on duty, 
checking the course almost mile by 
mile. A hospital qui«»t prevails on 
the bridge at nieht. No light burns 
except a dim one over the compass 
and the one occasionally flashed 
on the navigation chart while the 
course is checked. It is easier to 
see from a darkened bridge. 


Cobra at Boston 


Sometimes the cutters run Into 


fantastic .iobs. 
A while back a 


ship loaded with 700 animals which 
it had carried 6.000 miles' from 
South Africa was 
turning 
into 


Boston harbor when it hit an un- 
charted submerged rock in a fog, 
10 miles from home port. 


Coast guard boats and other res- 


cut vessels swarmed about, re- 
moving the animal cages It was a 
nice clean rescue job until some- 
body discovered that a cobra had 
escaped on the stranded ship. That 
put the rescuers on edge until a 
reptile expert assured them that 
the cobra, a jungle snake, would 
be paralyzed or killed by th 
northern cold in 10 minutes. 


Half the hull still dangles on the 


rock. The other half broke off and 
sank. But imagine finding an un- 
charted rock in Boston 
harbor, 


busy these 300 years. 


In late years flying boats have 


speeded up rescue of sick or in- 
jured men at sea. In two or three 
hours a plane can drop down be- 
side a vessel a whole day's sailing 
distance from shore.

Science Answers 


Question of How 


Far Flea Can Jump 


Chicago—CTr—How far a flea can 


jump and what it does when a dog 
walks through the room are ques- 
tions science has finally answered. 


Measuring a flea's jump is not so 


silly as it sounds, says Dr. George A. 
Skinner. It really has become 
an 


important point in the handling of 
bubonic plague, a flea-borne dis- 
ease appearing in the United States. 


"All sorts of statements have been 


made as to the distance a flea can 
jump." Dr. Skinner wrote in Hy- 
gcia. the American Medical Asso- 
ciation publication. "They varied so 
markedly that an investigator de- 
cided lo find out for himself. 


"By measuring the jumps 
of 


many fleas under all sorts of con- 
ditions he found that the average 
fleas cannot leap straight up much 
over live inches and only occasion- 
ally can one clear eight inches. 


"The broad jump" is somewhat 


longer, but her* it was only 
the 


•grand champion* that could reach 
13 inches. Most of them fell consid- 
erably short of that distance."

ice cream, custards, creamed vege- 
tables or soups; eggs in any way 
one prefers. 


Not only an adequate intake of 


calcium and phosphorus but also 
an adequate intake of sunshine 
vitamin D is necessary for normal 
nutrition of the nervous system, 
for vitamin D is essential for the 
assimilation and utilization of these 
elements. 


In a general way it may be said 


that the need for vitamin D is the 
greater the less the individual is 
exposed to direct sunshine on nak- 
ed skin: for the • ultraviolet rays 
in sunshine or skyshine (diffuse or 
reflected sunlight) convert ergos- 
terol in the skin into.viosterol (vit- 
amine D) just as irradiation 
of

independent, should he be elected, 
which seems likely in view of his 
strength in both parties, Mr. O'Con- 
nor can designate his own party af- 
filiation when he becomes a mem- 
ber of the new congress next Jan- 
uary. 


Committee chairmanships are de- 


cided, of course, by party caucus. In 
thfe senate, George Norris of Ne- 
braska did not run cither as a Re- 
publican or Democrat in the party 
primaries in 1936, and, 
_ notwith- 


standing the fact that ..there ivere 
regular Democratic ^and Republican 
nominees in the^JJovember election 
of that year, he appeared on the 
ballot as an "independent" and won. 
He lists himself as an "independent 
Republican." 


If Mr. O'Connor wins as an inde- 


pqndent, he may insist that he was 
entitled to the Democratic nomina- 
tion and believes himself still a 
Democrat, especially since his op- 
ponent in the race, James Fay, now 
is scheduled to run on two party 
designations, namelythe Democrat- 
ic and the American Labor party. 
Chairmanship 


One seat, more or less, is not the 


real concern of Mr. Roosevelt, but 
whether the all-important chair- 
manship of-the house rules commit- 
tee should be retained by 
Mr. 


O'Connor. Should he be elected to 
congress as an independent, the 
Democrats of the house would have 
to-decide whether they wanted to 
elect him to the chairmanship of the 
committee. Doubtless, Mr. Roose- 
velt would oppose such a step, just 
as he has objected to the renomina- 
tion of Mr. O'Connor in the party 
primaries. This might bring 
the 
purge issue squarely before 
the 


house of representatives, the ques- 
tion being whether the house is to 
remain an independent body or 
whether it is to surrender to 1-man 
rule. The controversy might well 
develop into one of 
far-reaching 


significance and could conceivably 
be the beginni g of an independent 
Democratic movement in the house 
such as has been foreshadowed for 
some time. If, of course, Mr. O'Con- 
nor is defeated in the autumn elec- 
tion, the question of a chairmanship 
for Mr. O'Connor will not arise. 
The general impression 
here, 


however, is that, since Mr. O'Con- 
nor fared so well in the Republican 
primaries and since he has so many 
friends on the Democratic side, he 
can come back to congress, and, if 
he does, he may become the leader 
of an independent bloc, irrespec- 
tive of the outcome of the chairman- 
ship issue itself. 


Doubtful Value 


From every standpoint, it would 


appear that Mr. Roosevelt has simp- 
ly gone from the frying pan into the 
fire on the "purge" issue and that 
the victory won by his henchman, 
James Fay, this week may prove to 
be of doubtful value to the admin- 
istration. Certainly it keeps alive 
dissension which otherwise might 
have been considerably diminished 
by a harmony front such as Senator 
George of Georgia now is exhibit- 
ing. The various senators who have 
won renomination on the Democrat- 
ic ticket over the protest of 
Mr. 


Roosevelt will, of course, remember 
the effort on the president's part to 
defeat them, but it has for some 
time seemed unlikely that 
the 


"purge" issue would come up in the 
, senate. 


The one chance for the revival of 
the issue came in the New York city 
election, and here, by reason of the 
circumstances under which 
Mr. 


O'Connor entered both party pri- 
maries, the whole "purse" question 
doubtless will come before 'the 
house next January, 
something 


which will by no means be an-ad- 
vantacc to the administration, es- 
pecially as there will be. a sizable 
increase" in the Republican mem- 
bership anyway. 


Should Mr. O'Connor be elected 
but decide not to seek the chair- 
manship of the house rules com- 
mittee, he would still remain a 
member of that committee, but the 
chairmanship would go to Repre- 
sentative Sabath of Illinois, who has 
been a 100 per cent RoosevelUan. 
Wftethcr Mr. Sabath could com- 
mand as much support from 
the 


Democrats on the rules committee 
as did Mr. O'Connor is doubtfuL For 
undoubtedly the opposition to the 
administration will have crystal- 
lized far more in the next session 
than it has in the past Whichever 
way the situation is viewed, the 
"puree" issue means more friction 
inside the Democratic party.

blamed today by scientists for the 
mysteripus ailment which afflicted 
144 persons on Chicago's west side 
and 'adjacent suburbs during the 
past -week. 


Many of the victims, two 'of 


whom died, reported they were 
stricken. after eating a chocolate 
confection sold in the neighbor- 
hood. 


Chemists and bacteriologists at- 


tributed the malady to paratyphoid 
and staphylococci germs. Coroner 
Frank J. Walsh said the pastry was 
the vehicle .of the intestinal infec- 
tion. The second death was that of 
Charles Herman, 14, reported to- 
day. 


Earl Bennison of suburban Elm- 


wood park died last weekend. Some 
members of his family became seri- 
ously ill. Miss C. L Woolsey. Cook 
county hospital bacteriologist, said 
an analysis of Bennison's vital or- 
gans disclosed the presence of sta- 
phylococci germs. 


Investigators said they found no 


evidence of typhoid nor dysentery. 


Dr. H. J. Shaugnessy of the state 


health department said paratyphoid 
germs had been found in pastry 
from the same batch as that eaten 
by the victims. 


Paratyphoid germs cause acute 


intestinal inflammation and the 
symptoms of the disease resemble 
those of typhoid. Physicians said 
the germs are similar to those caus- 
ing epidemic meat poisoning and 
parrot fever.

From now on we 
can look for more restrictions on 
modern fast shooting guns and thc 
definite encouraging of a return to 
more primitive and 
sportsmanlike 


weapons. It boils down to this, if we 
want more hunting we must do less 
killing. So if you are in the market 
for a new shot gun give the old re- 
liable double barrel careful con- 
sideration.

Encourage them by telling them 


about the workers who wear glass- 
es. Men using drills wear glasses to 
protect their eyes from the light, 
and from flying particles. Scientists 
use all sorts of lenses to add power 
to their eyes, as well as glasses for 
protection. So do jewelers, and min- 


ers, and aviators. All Intelligent 
workers use glasses to protect their 
eyes while they work. That includes 
school children. 


Make certain that the glasses are 


really suited to the child's eyes. 
The recognized spicialist is the one 
to assure this. Then watch to see 
that the glasses are always in good 
shape. They get rough usage, and 
it is easy to put them out of line. 
If that happens, if a lens is tilted 
ever so slightly off its true line, 
headaches and general discomfort 
will result, and of course the child 
will not want to wear them. He 
should not wear a glass that is not 
in perfect adjustment. 


When glasses suit the child's eyes, 


and are accuratejy fitted to his nose 
and his ears, he will forget he has 
them on. They will help him so 
much that he will not want to for- 
get them. In any case, train him to 
wear them faithfully and ask the 
teachers to help.

not likely to accomplish anything 
more than to gratify leaders who 
like a dash of sensationalism in 
their newspapers, as a Wisconsin 
daily paper points out editorially. 


Moreover, if marihuana present- 


ed an actual social prob!em"bf state- 
wide importance, which obviously it 
does not, the two waves of pub- 
licity the subject has received in 
Wisconsin this year would probably 


have done more harm than good in 
the suppression of its use. 


The social aspects of the mari- 


huana situation in Wisconsin are to 
all appearances 
flimsv and 
neg- 


ligible. They simmer down, under

Washington—Senator Borah, who led the fight against the treaty of 


Versailles 20 years ago, has lived to see himself vindicated. For the par- 
titioning of Czechoslovakia, which seems imminent, will shatter one of 
the few remaining monuments to our effort to make the world safe for 
democracy. 


Dismemberment of that little democracy, which 


was carved by hand out of the old Austro-llungarian 
empire, will make the wreckage almost complete. 
Poland still stands, but democracy did not live long 
there. A military dictatorship soon took over. Czecho- 
slovakia, however, struggled bravely on with its at- 
tempt to keep its democracy alive in a hostile en- 
vironment. Now, since the powerful allies who were 
responsible for its birth arc no longer able or willing 
to save, little but a hollow shell can survive, if that. 


Czechoslovakia was our particular baby, the child 


of Wilson's dream of the self-determination of peo- 
ples. Czechs, while under the heel of the Austro-Hun- 
garian empire, were rebellious in their demand for 
freedom and took courage from Wilson's wartime 
fourteen points, the tenth of which promised self-de-

Five Famous Poets 


IV— JOHN KEATS 


A thing of beauty Li a joy forev- 


er." 


With those words, John Kcat? 


started one of his famous poems. 
"Endymion." More than » century 
has passed since the poem was writ- 
J.eu. but the opening line has be- 
come fairly common saying, and it 
is more truthful than many common 
sayings. 


Keats was only 22 when he wrote 


"Endymion." Born in London, he 
was the son of the keeper of a liv- 
ery stable. During his boyhood, his 
father was killed in an accident— a 
fall while ndinff. His dearly-loved 
mother died of tuberculosis not long 
afterward. 


John became an orphan, but hi; 


parents left money with which he 
could go on with his education. Thi 
dreamy, gentle-hearted, youth fin 
ished work at a lower school, then 
studied to be a surgeon. 


In a London hospital he learned 


many things needed for a surgeon's 
work, but he Rave up the idea o' 
going into the field of medicine. Hi 
wanted to be a poet, not a doctor 
We have only one record of his do 
ing anything in this line in late 
years— one day he hurried to help 
man who had fallen. Finding tha 
the man's leg was broken, he set th 
bones, and we are told that he did 
it "in masterly fasion." 


After taking care of the injured 


man, Keats said to a friend, "I was 
glad to help him, but it would be a 
dreadful thing to be a surgeon and 
see eo much suffering." Those words 
show us' something about his nature 


After "Endymion" was published 


Keats set out on a walking trij 
through Great Britain with a friend 
named George Brown. They 
en 


joyed the beauties of the English 
countryside, saw the Falls of Lo 
dore, and climbed Ben Nevis, the 
highest mountain in Scotland, also 
higher than any hill or mountain in 
England or Wales. Ben Nevis rises 
less than a mile, but on its north- 
eastern slope is a precipice with a 
drop of 1,500 feet 


During the walking trip, Keats 


and his friend talked a great deal 
about poetry, and such poets 
as 


Spenser and Milton. 
The lovely 


sights of Nature which they saw led 
Keats to write certain of his later 
poems. 


Keats had only a few more years 


• to live. The same disease which had 
taken the life of his mother fell to 
his lot He wrote another book of 
poems, then went to Italy.

A friend went 
with him to Italy, a young man 
named Severn. On his death bed 
Keats looked at the sad face of Sev- 
ern and whispered, 
"Do not be 


afraid."

All Sudeten Germans, without exception, would be 


officially classified as members, of a low and treach-

erous breed of international conspirators, in league with nazi Germany to 
open the gates of Czechoslovakia to the national enemy, Adolf Hitler. 


A Sudeten German would be anyone either of whose grandparents was 


a German. AH would be barred from the public schools and colleges, from 
the law. medicine and the teaching profession, from public office and 
from all public employment. 


All Czechoslovakians would be 


forbidden to marry Sudeten Ger- 
mans or to have extramarital re- 
lations with any of them, as tlfis 
would defile the racial purity of a 
noble people with the corrupt blood 
of a loathsome race.

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Bulbs Planted in Fall Furnish 


Most of Flowers in Early Spring 


Most important garden task in 


the fall. i£ the planting of spring 
flowering 
bulbs, 
which 
furnish 


most of the flowers that blossom 
in gardens during the first two 
months of spring. 


These months may bo March 


and April, in southerly states; or. 
further north. April and May. But 
everywhere they are the months 
when flowers are most precious to 
eyes that have been wearied by 
winter's drabness. 


In gardens where no bulbs grow, 


this darbness may continue until 
almost June, when the first color- 
ful perennials begin 
to 
bloom, 


while those which use bulbs in 
reasonably complete fashion, pres- 
ent in the first spring months a 
series of lovely displays which not 
even the splendor of June can sur- 
pass. 


The season of garden beauty is 


so short, it would seem inexcus- 
able to neglect its first two months: 
yet it is estimated that only a 
third of all gardens have a good 
display of bulbs. 


A complete bulb planting may 


be made at small expense, if it is 
well planned. 
It "hould provide 


flowers which blossom when the 
late snows melt, followed by oth- 
ers of increasing size and more 
varied coloring, until the climax 
is reached in the late flowering 
tulips blossoming in May. 


This succession may be provid- 


ed by planting these bulbs, which 
flower in the order named: Snow- 
drops, scillas, crocuses, daffodils. 


hyachinths. early tulips, and late 
tulips. 


Of the earliest flowers a few 


will suffice to provide a thrill. 
Snowdrops, rising above the late 
melting snow, arc small, and white, 
but precious because they have no 
rivals. 
Blue scilles, and crocuses 


(white, 
lavender 
and 
yellow) 


should be planted in greater num- 
bers. 
The scillas will spread in 


favorable locations. By the time 
the daffodils, first major flowers 
of spring, have bloomed, one is 
in the mood to respond to masses 
of color: so for them and for the 
tulips, a planting as abundant as 
space and means permit should be 
made. 


There are other 
bulbs which 


can be grown to 
blossom 
with 


these, but the ones named are the 
chief features of all bulb plant- 
ings. Late tulips, which come at 
the end of the bulb season,- arc 
the largest, tallest, and most beau- 
tiful of all the bulbs. 
Bred for 


gardens for thousands of 
years, 


they have been developed into a 
greater variety of -olors than any 
other flower family 
can 
show. 


They cover the rainbow, except 
for true blue, and 
come very 


close to that. Bulb 
gardens 
in 


tulip lime present a picture which 
no other garden month can sur- 
pass.
